Claim 1 has been found to be allowable because the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious the method comprising the 
particular method step of using an image management device and an image 
photographing part comprising a piston fitted with the cylinder and fixed with the camera 
part at one end thereof, in combination with the other particular combination of method 
steps recited in claim 1 . 

Claims 2-10 have been found to be allowable because they depend from claim 1 . 

Claim 1 1 has been found to be allowable because the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious the system comprising the 
particular feature of a piston fitted with the cylinder and fixed with the camera part at 
one end thereof, in combination with the other particular combination of features recited 
in claim 11. 

Claims 12-15 have been found to be allowable because they depend from claim

Claim 16 has been found to be allowable because the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious the device comprising the 
particular feature of a piston fitted with the cylinder and fixed with the camera part at 
one end thereof, in combination with the other particular combination of features recited 
in claim 16. 
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Claim 17 has been found to be allowable because the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious a program recorded on a 
recording medium comprising the particular method step of using an image 
photographing part comprising of a piston fitted with the cylinder and fixed with the 
camera part at one end thereof, in combination with the other particular combination of 
methods steps recited in claim 17.
